Fate deals her

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Every time I make a meringue pie I 
end up with a soggy pie crust. The liquid forms between the 
meringue and filling. This liquid is absorbed by the crust 
when the pie is cut. Also my pie shells always shrink so 
badly even with a lot of pricking. — MRS.T.J.S. 
DEAR MRS.T.J.S. — Betty, my right-hand helper, is a 
great cook. She says putting too much sugar in the 
meringue causes it to “leak.” Some cooks say that glazing 
the bottom of the uncooked crust with egg yolk and then 
cooking a couple of minutes longer than usual keeps the 
crust from becoming soggy. 
As for the unfilled crust shrinking, Betty also says she 
watches hers almost constantly and keeps on pricking with 
a fork. Another pie pan filled with dried beans can be plac­ 
ed inside the crust to be baked and left during the baking 
time to eliminate this problem. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the “junk” telephone 
calls one receives. I find the junk mail is not nearly so annoying. I 
can just glance at it and throw it away. I am not paying for a 
telephone just to be interrupted while working by someone with a 
sales pitch about something I do not want or need. Such calls 
always come just when I am busy and never when I am doing 
nothing.

DEAR POLLY — Some people put all their eggs in one basket.

(Also good 
to top casseroles, particularly tuna fish ones — Polly.) 
Save that old coffee percolator stem brush. It is great to use 
for cleaning behind the toilet water tank.

There is so 
little space between the tank and wall other brushes will not work 
but this one is ideal.

Linda said that one day she 
became dreadfully ill after 
only about two hours on the 
machine and it was finally 
determined that the water 
which 
was 
being 
used 
contained too much calcium. 
After changing it to a clinical 
liquid at a greater cost, she 
was able to continue the 
treatm ent. 
Seven months ago, Linda 
went to Minneapolis, Minn., 
where she received a kidney 
transplant from her brother. 
So far there have been no 
sym ptom s 
of 
rejectio n , 
and Linda said she can’t 
rem em ber when she felt so 
good and that she has lots of 
energy. 
She 
has 
just 
returned 
from 
a 
routine 
check-up. 
Can Do Anything 
“ I can do just 
about 
anything I want to do, and it 
was just in the first three 
months (the most critical) 
when I was warned not to lift 
heavy objects,” she smiled. 
One thing that a transplant 
patient 
m ust w atch for 
during the rem ainder of his 


or her life, though, is the 
dread of infection. But as 
Linda said, “ that is one of 
the hazards.” 
“You take chances even 
when you go to the grocery 
store, so you have to go 
ahead and do what you need 
or want to do as long as it’s 
reasonable,” she explained. 
One ‘Close Call’ 
She went on to say that she 
had gone to the hospital with 
the flu once since her 
transplant. Also, a kidney 
transplant patient must keep 
close tab on tem perature, 
and blood p ressu re, but 
these are not things that 
disturb Linda, who is healthy 
and happy, thanks to her 
brother and the m iracle of 
science. 
There are untold numbers 
of kidney patients in the 
metro area, some of whom 
dialize themselves in their 
homes and there is at least 
one other kidney transplant 
patient known to live in 
Plano. 
“There are two things I 
want to do now and that is to 
talk to people about dialysis 
and its need and effects, and 
I hope to encourage them 
also to join the Organ Donor 
program sponsored by the 
Kidney 
Foun­ 


dation,” 
Linda explained.

Foundation, 
ad 
vances in medical science 
now m akes it possible to

Contributions Needed 
A ctivities such as the 
donor program can be made

normal existence, and as the 
Kidney 
Foundation 
say, 
“ Life is what it s all about.' 
Linda (’arr is a living 
example of that, and while 
her new kidney was a gift 
from 
her 
living 
brother, 
most bodies do not reject 
those taken from others, at 
death. 
“ I hope that people will 
understand 
how

p a rtic u la rly 
the 
sm all 
children who seem to find 
the m achine more difficult 
than others,”

“ Better Late Than Never”

“ Do we use preschool 
prim arily as a convenience 
for our own freedom, or do 
we view it as vital to our 
children? 
“ Are we willing to re­ 
exam ine our 
traditional 
ideas and to make difficult 
changes 
involving 
long- 
range sacrifices if they 
mean the eventual enrich­ 
ment of the lives of our 
children and society?” 
The 
Moores’ 
plan 
runs 
counter to what is happening 
in education. The trend is to 
lowering school-entrance 
ages— down to three years 
nine months in one instance. 


In 
New 
Y ork, 
state 
Education 
Commissioner 
E w ald 
Nyquist 
recently 
recommended lowering the 
age to three years. 
Dr. Moore says the trend 
to 
progressively 
lowering 
school entrance ages is not 
supported by sound research 
into child development and 
early childhood education. 
“ TTie weight of evidence 
supports a later, not an early 
school entrance age,” he 
said. 
In the book the Moores 
also provide advice 
for 
raising 
and 
inform ally 
educating young children at 
home. 
It 
is 
the 
Moore’s con­ 
tention that “ the family is 
the core of our society, that 
the home is the best place for 
young 
children 
and 
that, 
except 
for 
the need of 
daycare centers for 
han­ 
dicapped and deprived chil­ 
dren —most children should 
start school later.” 


“ What your child hears 
and sees in his early years is 
im printed deeply in his 
mind,” the Moores said. 
“ You 
are 
ultim ately 
responsible for what these 
things shall be.” 
Rather than exposing him 
to 
the 
com petition, 
separation, 
pressures and 
over 
stimulation 
of 
most 
early childhood education— 
keep your child home. 
lf 
you 
do, 
what’s 
the 
payoff? 
“ He will probably become 
more 
stable 
and 
better 
adjusted socially if he stays 
at home. . . and shares the 
type of practical, everyday 
activities suggested in this 
book,” say the Moores. 
Activities listed include: 
— Help him to discover the 
excitement of learning and 
the pleasure of a task well 
done 
through 
simple 
ac­ 
tivities 
— 
kitchen 
work, 
gardening, music, stories— 
and occasional trips. 
One caution: avoid over­ 
stimulation—as by stereo or 
television — and pressure to 
“ p erform ” or do things 
beyond his ability.

Equality for women got off 
to one pf the earliest starts 
internationally in Finland. 
Yet nearly seven decades 
after suffrage was granted, 
the equality factor still has a 
long way to go. 
Women’s gains in govern­ 
ment, business and all areas 
of public life have been 
great. But there are many 
minuses among the pluses, 
says 
M arjatta 
Vaananen, 
who as a cabinet minister of 
education, is the highest 
ranking woman in Finland’s 
government. 
She said, for instance, the 
number of women in leading 
positions is “very low.” In 
appointments to many posts 
and offices, the sex of the 
person £till m atters more 
than 
m erits 
and 
qualifications. 
“There’s equal pay for 
equal w o rk -in theory,” she 
said. But in practice it is far 
from “ implemented in all 
sectors.” 
T here 
also 
is 
discrimination in job ad­ 
vancement and when there 
is unem ploym ent, in an 
economy where currently al­ 
most everyone is employed, 
it mostly involves women. 
M rs. 
V aananem , 
a 
graduate of the University of 
Helsinki where she majored 
in history, literature and the 
arts, is the daughter of a 
political journalist. She is a 
writer, is m arried to an 
editor, and they have three 
children. She cam e into 
government with the Social 
D em ocrats, the m ajority 
ruling party. Parliam ent’s 
200 m em bers appoint the 16 
m inisters.

talk ed 
with 
M rs. 
Vaananen during a visit to 
Helsinki with a small group 
of 
w rite rs 
and 
trav el 
representatives invited on 
Finnair’s inaugural of DC10 
transatlantic service. 
She rem inded that Finland 
was the' first 
country in 
E urope 
to 
give 
wom en 
suffrage, in 1906. But New 
Zealand (1893) and Australia 
(1902) w ere ahead. The 
United States got around to 
the m atter in 1920. 
Finland, with a population 
of 4.7 million, will be one of 
many nations marking this 
International Women’s Year 
and will send a delegation to 
the big meeting in Mexico 
City June 19-July 2. 
The entire conference will 
be led by a Finnish woman, 
Helvi Sipila, a lawyer, who 
as

secretary - 
general, 
is 
the 
highest 
ranking woman at United 
N ations h ead q u arters in 
New York.

Women’s lib is a household 
term in the United States, 
but not so in Finland. “There 
was a renaissance in the 
1960s,” said Mrs. Vaananen, 
“but not as radical in ap­ 
pearance as, say, in Holland. 
I think it was because we’ve 
had the vote so long. 
On 
the 
plus 
side 
of 
equality, Finnish women 
receive the same education 
as men. But on the minus 
side, that same schooling 
does not always entitle a 
woman to an equal position. 
Only a small percentage of 
researchers and of those 
taking a doctor’s degree are 


women (9.5 per cent). And 
few women participate in the 
d e c i s i o n - m a k i n g 
at 
educational institutions. 
Women make up 48 per 
cent of the labor force and 
more than 52 per cent of 
Finland’s married women 
work outside the home. Yet 
there still is discrimination 
in som e places of em ­ 
ploym ent, and 
the role 
played by women is very 
small in setUement of wages 
and salaries, as well as in 
determining other terms of 
work. There are few women 
labor leaders. 
The 
working 
mother

receives such benefits as pay 
during maternity leave, has 
m edical 
insurance, 
and 
pensions are counted on the 
basis of earnings and years 
of employment. 
But 
Mrs. 
Vaananen 
believes that society should 
not penalize the woman who 
stays home, particularly 
when the children are small. 
“Those years should be 
taken in account in matters 
of pensions. And when the 
children are older, we should 
help her retrain for a job. 
She is not to be neglected 
because she’s 40 or so. She 
can enrich us all.”
